The m aterial for the bonfire 
was piled up back of the grand­ 
stand of the athletic field on 
West Lincoln avenue, and when 
the blaze was at its h°ight, a 
call w'as sounded for the Get­ 
tysburg Fire company to stand 
by to protect homes in ‘lie vi­ 
cinity, but the company’s serv­ 
ices were not required, the fire
